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DETAILED ACTION 

Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement for reasons of allowance: the closest prior art of 
record (Hunt et al., U.S. Patent No. 6,253,234 and Gong U.S. Patent No. 6,243,089) does not 
teach or suggest in detail evaluating a cache status to control the display of links of a web page 
on the screen of the mobile terminal in combination with all the elements of the independent 
claims as argued by the Applicants. So, as the indicated by the above statements, Applicants' 
arguments have been persuasive, in light of the claim limitations as well as the enabling portion 
of the specification. 

2. The dependent claims further limit the independent claims and are considered allowable on 
the same basis as the independent claims.
